Result of Cotton Study 
Is Revealed in Detail 


Some 60 cotton" producers, insec- 


ticide dealers and others interest- 
ed In cotton attended the field day 
meeting at the Jesse Burke farm 
Thursday. Research.workers of. the 
University of Arkansas College of 
Agriculture explained step by step 
results of work underway Involving 
cotton varieties, 'fertilization, in- 
sect control and use of systemics. 


The cotton insect control work 


was discussed by Dr. Tom Leigh, 
Entomologist in. charge. He said 
that the boll weevil infestations, are 
of two types "depending'"on*' the 
time of planting ""of-the-cotton. The 
early planted fields have 'required 
inseclicide'j.appliciu'tlons for the'past 
two to. four weeks, ''while' in'- the 
late planting, th'p , fields-i to dale 
have not reached,the requirement 
infestation to require poisoning 'be- 
fore this date.^ppll worms ai'q.'nu. 
merous and are requiring constant 
attention in practically • all fields. 
The\'cotton , apliids ,arb generally, 
present in mpsttfi'elds with,/a' few 
demanding' 'special < coptrol ';-mea- 
sures.

Dr. Leigh discussed the three 


levels of treatment for control of 
weevils as are being conducted 
by the Research Staff'at the Ex- 
periment Station, These levels con- 
sidered overwintering 'weevils, first 
generation -weevils and infestations 
of not over 40% -for the season's 
average, The plots where this work 
was toeing done was observed by 
those in attendance. 


Systemic insecticides were tried 


again this year on the -Burke farm. 
The planting injury noticed in the 
1956 
season has riot appeared, 


A new experimental insecticide, 


Sevin, is being tested for the first 
time. 
' Charles Huges, Agronomist, ad- 
vised the group that this was the 
first year for the cotton variety test 
for the Houston Clay soils. The 
object of the cotton variety testing 
is to keep up to. date information 
on the popular varieties, check 
new varieties, not the < differences 
in characteristics between the dif- 
ferent varieties and, to determine 
the adaptability o'f these varieties 
to the different-1 sections of the 
State,
